PROPOSALS 

(i) The territorial constituencies into which the State of Himachal Pradesh shall 
be divided for the purpose of elections to (a) the Legislative Assembly of the 
State, and (b) the House of the People, the extent of each such constituency 
and the constituencies in which the seats are reserved for the Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes shall be as shown in the Table-A and Table-B 
respectively; 

(ii) Where the name of a constituency as shown in Table A or Table B is 
distinguished by the brackets and letters (SC), the seat in that constituency is 
reserved for the Scheduled Castes; and 

(iii) Where the name of a constituency as shown in Table-A or Table-B is 
distinguished' by the brackets and letters (ST), the seat in that constituency is 
reserved for the Scheduled Tribes.

This is with reference to the Commission’s letter No. 282/HP/2006 dated 

6 th March, 2006 on the above subject. 

In this regard, I would like to make following submissions for your kind 
consideration > 

Joginder Nagar Assembly Constituency of district Mandi has throughout 
been a part of Mandi Parliamentary Constituency and it is so presently. But now 
in the Draft Working Paper, it is proposed to be made part of Kangra 
Parliamentary Constituency, which is full of many contradictions and is not in 
consonance with the spirit & provisions of The Delimitation Act 2002. Joginder 
Nagar historically has been a part of erstwhile Mandi State in pre-Independence 
era. In post-Independence period, it was/is part of district Mandi since formation 
of Himachal Pradesh in 1948 and continuously as an integral part of Mandi 
Parliamentary Constituency since 1952. While on the other hand, Kangra district 
was a part of erstwhile Punjab State till re-organization of States in 1966 when it 
was merged with Himachal Pradesh. Joginder Nagar area being a part of ‘Old 
Himachal’, is culturally distinct and different from Kangra which is part of so 
called ‘New Himachal’ or ‘merged areas’. Socially and language/dilectwise, 
Joginder Nagar is more akin & totally gravitated to Mandi rather than Kangra. 
While remaining 9 other ACs of district Mandi are being retained in Mandi PC, 
Jogindernagar has artificially and without any apparent justification been 
proposed to be attached with Kangra PC. The proposed Mandi PC will be more 
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dispersed and divergent rather than being compact geographically or 
administratively. It would be more compact and administratively/legislatively more 
convenient if Joginder Nagar AC is retained, as heretofore, as a part of Mandi 
PC. Rather no Assembly Constituency of district Mandi is justified at all to be 
severed from Mandi Parliamentary Constituency. On the other hand, Rampur 
AC of district Shimla (the only left out AC of Shim la district) is more justified to 
be part of Shimla PC. 

In the given draft working paper proposals, the existing administrative 
units, particularly the districts, will unduly be disturbed and the public 
convenience will be adversely effected in relation to Mandi PC which is evident 
from follpwing facts:- 

(i) The proposed Mandi PC will be encompassing 6 of the twelve districts of 
the State. By including Joginder Nagar AC in Mandi PC, this number will 
be reduced to 5 districts and number of partially covered districts will also 
be reduced from three to one. 

(ii) Kangra PC has unnecessarily been extended to Mandi district while 3 
other ACs of Kangra district (Jawalamukhi, Dehra and Jaswan-Kotla) are 
available for inclusion in PC Kangra but have been left-out and made part 
of Hamirpur PC. One of the left-out ACs of Kangra district (justifiably 
Jawalamukhi, major part of which is presently part of Kangra PC) could 
conveniently be included in Kangra PC. Similarly Nalagarh AC is justified 
to be taken out from Shimla PC and included in Hamirpur PC. 

(iii) Joginder Nagar is just 50 Km. from Mandi. Rampur is connected to Shimla 
through NH-22 and is 130 Kms from Shimla. The normal road-route from 
Rampur to Mandi is via Shimla which is 290 Kms long stretch. 

(iv) Historically Rampur has distinctly been in the group of Shimla Hill States 
and is only AC of Shimla district (out of eight ACs) which has been left out 
of Shimla PC. 

(v) Rampur is the only AC of Mandi PC, which is on left bank of river Satluj 
while rest of 16 ACs on right side of the Satluj. 

(vi) Starting from North West to South East, it will be more logical to have 
Joginder Nagar AC with Mandi PC and Rampur AC with Shimla PC. So 
could be Jawalamukhi AC with Kangra PC and Nalagarh AC with 
Hamirpur PC. 

(vii) Historical, traditional, cultural and social links of area/people of Joginder 
Nagar AC are stronger and unseverable with Mandi PC. On the other 
hand such links of Rampur AC are evidently and visibly akin to Shimla PC. 
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Thus having regard to different provisions of Sec. 9(1 )(a) of The 
Delimitation Act 2002, it would be more appropriate to have Joginder Nagar 
Assembly Constituency as a part of Mandi Parliamentary Constituency. This 
consequently will necessitate some logical changes in other PCs of the State 
which are depicted in Annexure B. By doing this, all four parliamentary 


constituencies in the State would be more compact & convenient having due 
regard to geographical features, existing administrative units, means of 
communications, social mobility, and historical/ cultural homogeneity in the given 
areas. This arrangement would also be more balanced & will also ensure 
uniformity and less fragmentation of the districts into different PCs (details at 
Annexure A). 

In the light of above facts and circumstances, I would request your honour 
to consider the re-allocation/inclusion of Joginder Nagar Assembly 
Constituency in Mandi Parliamentary Constituency and keeping intact all 
the 10 ACs of district Mandi in the Parliamentary Constituency Mandi. On 
the other hand, the Rampur AC which is absolutely justified to bejpart of 
Shimla, be shifted and included in Shimla PC. The possible consequential 
changes necessitated to be effected in the State are proposed at Annexure B\ 


This may please be treated as my note of dissent and published alongwith 
the draft proposal of the Commission.

(i) The above proposed amendments are within the parameters and guidelines laid 
down by the Commission. 


(ii) According to the Commission’s working paper if 4 PCs namely; Mehri-Kathla, 
Kuthera, Taiwara and Kasohal remain with the 48-Bilaspur then the constituency 
headquarter Bilaspur’s distance will be 40-50 Kms and people will have to pass 
through a distance of 30 Kms through Ghumarwin constituency whereas for 
above PCs the headquarter of 47-Ghumarwin i.e. Ghumarwin is about 5-10Kms. 
Hence it is contiguous and connectivity will not affected. 


(iii) If the 3 PCs i.e. Kothi, Bakora and Amarpur deleted from 47-Ghumarwin then 
their headquarter i.e. Bilaspur of 48-Bllaspur will be at a distance of 10-12 Kms. 
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(iv) At present the administrative control of all these 4 PCs which are to be added 47* 
Ghumarwin, is at Ghumarwin.

This is with reference to the Commission’s letter No. 282/HP/2006 dated 

6 th Malrch, 2006 on the above subject. 

In this regard, I would like to make following submissions for your kind 
consideration :- 

Joginder Nagar Assembly Constituency of district Mandi has throughout 
been a part of Mandi Parliamentary Constituency and it is so presently. But now 
in the Draft Working Paper, it is proposed to be made part of Kangra 
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Parliamentary Constituency, which is beset with many contradictions and is not in 
consonance with the spirit & provisions of The Delimitation Act 2002. Joginder 
Nagar historically has been a part of erstwhile Mandi State in pre-Independence 
era. In post-Independence period, it was/is part of district Mandi since formation 
of Himachal Pradesh in 1948 and an integral part of Mandi Parliamentary 
Constituency since 1952. While on the other hand, Kangra district was a part of 
erstwhile Punjab State till re-organization of States in 1966 when it was merged 
with Himachal Pradesh. Joginder Nagar area being a part of ‘Old Himachal’, is 
culturally distinct and different from Kangra which is part of so called ‘New 
Himachal’ or ‘merged areas’. Socially and language/dilectwise, Joginder Nagar is 
more akin & heavily gravitated to Mandi rather than Kangra. While remaining 9 
other ACs of district Mandi are being retained in Mandi PC, Jogindernagar has 
artificially and without any apparent justification been proposed to be attached 
with Kangra PC. The proposed Mandi PC will be more dispersed and divergent' 
rather than being compact geographically or administratively. It would be more 
compact and administratively/legislatively more convenient if Joginder Nagar AC 
is retained, as heretofore, as a part of Mandi PC. Rather no Assembly 
Constituency of district Mandi is justified at all to be severed from Mandi 
, Parliamentary Constituency. 

In the given draft working paper proposals, the existing administrative 
units, particularly the districts, will unduly be disturbed and the public 
convenience will be adversely effected in relation to Mandi PC which is evident 
from following facts:- 

(viii) the proposed Mandi PC will be encompassing 6 of the twelve districts of 
the State. By including Joginder Nagar AC in Mandi PC, this number will 
be reduced to 5 districts and number of partially covered districts will also 
be reduced from three to one. 

(ix) Kangra PC has unnecessarily been extended to Mandi district while 3 
other ACs of Kangra district (Jawalamukhi, Dehra and Jaswan-Kotla) are 
available for inclusion in PC Kangra but have been left-out and made part 
of Hamirpur PC. One of the left-out ACs of Kangra district (justifiably 
Jawalamukhi, major part of which is presently part of Kangra PC) could 
conveniently be included in Kangra PC. 

(x) Joginder Nagar is just 50 Km. from Mandi town. 

(iv) Starting from North West to South East (as appears to be the pattern 

followed in the draft working paper proposal) it is more logical to have 
Joginder Nagar AC with Mandi PC. 
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(v) Historically, culturally, socially and traditionally Joginder Nagar AC area 
& people have more prominent and strong links with Mandi PC rather 
than Kangra region. 

Thus having regard to different provisions of Sec. 9(1)(a) of The 
Delimitation Act 2002, it would be more appropriate to have Joginder Nagar 
Assembly Constituency as a part of Mandi Parliamentary Constituency. This 
consequently will necessitate some logical changes in other PCs of the State 
which are depicted in Annexure B. By doing this, all four parliamentary 
constituencies in the State would be more compact & convenient having due 
regard to geographical features, existing administrative units, means of 
communications, social mobility, and historical/ cultural homogeneity in the given 
areas. This arrangement would also be more balanced & will also ensure 
uniformity and less fragmentation of the districts into different PCs (details at 
Annexure A). 

In the light of above facts and circumstances, I would request your honour 
to consider the re-allocation/inclusion of Joginder Nagar Assembly 
Constituency in Mandi Parliamentary Constituency and keeping intact all 
the 10 ACs of district Mandi in the Parliamentary Constituency Mandi. The 
possible consequential changes necessitated to be effected in the State are 
proposed at Annexure ‘B’ . Further I will have no objection for any other 
alternative proposal for Mandi Parliamentary Constituency provided all the 10 
ACs of district Mandi are retained in Mandi PC. 

This may please be treated as my note of dissent and published alongwith 
the draft proposal of the Commission.
